BACKING 

Wong at one time headed a 
grOoup that wanted to develop the 
Chinatown project, but he backed 
out when he could not attract 
enough local financial backing or 
get assurances of federal funding. 

The proposal will be sent to the 
Community Development Advi- 
SOTY COmIiisSiomystherGhinatowmn 
Project Area Committee (PAC)， 
and other groups for review. Bob 


Wong, chairman of the PAC, told 


the council that his group would 
not obstruct the project in -any 
way.

There are a lot of “Wongs” in- 
volved in the project，San Fran- 
cisco lawyer Zeppelin Wong is the 
attorney for the development and 
the architects are Worley 入.

SEED 

Chouis willing to Spend several 
hundred thousand dollars of seed 
money in anticipation of gaining 
approval of his Project，says Zep- 
pelin Wong. Attorney Wong feels 
that Oakland officials work “more 
cooperatively” and “with more 
unanimity”with devel8pers than 
do San Francisco officials. 

Ed Wong，who has been doing 
business in Oakland Chinatown 
for about thirty years，feels that 
the Oakland Chinese community 
is more progressive than its San 
Eranciscocounterpart, The door is 
always open to Oakland City Hall 
and he says that Oakland Chinese 
have been more active Partici- 
pants in city government. 

Architect Worley Wong says 
that the Oakland project would be 
the biggest in his firm's history， 
exceeding a $15 million develop- 
ment -on the Stanford campus. 
Next to Yerba Buena，the San 
Erancisco redevelopment Project 
south .of Market Street，it's the 
biggest current development in 
the Bay Area, he says. 

TOGETHER 

Worley Wong's firm has hadqd a 
]ong-time association with Vong- 
Tung Associates，but this is the 
first time the two companies have 
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been working on a project to- 
gether. Architect Wong calls 站 . 工 . 
Chou the “complete businessman” 
who spends 60 to 70 percent of his 
time in the air. ， 

Born in Oakland, Worley Wong 
feels that the commercial con- 
dominiunm project will be very 
Successful in that community， 了 He 
believes that financial institutions 
will support the small business- 
man with loans and that the 
Chinese will want to have equity 
in their own businesses，Conges- 
tion in downtown Oakland will 
not be a problem，because the 
project has so many parking 
Spaces,， he says. 


了 qd Wong shows no bitterness at 


losing out as developer of the proj- 
ect. On the contrary，he sees the 
project as introducing a new era in 
Oakand Chinatown. “Where else

"Its a challenge,” says 了 qd 
Wong,，” “and we are: capable of

Situation ourselves, City Hall isnt

“Many of our peoplercome from 
villages. [In the U.S.] its the first 
time they accumulate money, Our 
Pride works against us, The [Chi- 
nese] Associations Own Property， 
but they never try to improve 让 . 
Its ridiculous. Sometimes the for- 
eign investor doesn t see the land 
values here go _ up， They have 
better foresight; also Hong Kong 
people are very ambitious， 

The Mandarin Towers in San 
Francisco Chinatown was a flop 
with its residential condominiums， 
but Ed Wong says the Problem 
there was no parking and poor 
management，The Sun Yat-sen 
Center introduced both residential 
and commercial condominiums to 
Oakland，but the $90-$95 per 
Square foot Price was too much， 
he says. The overhead on that de- 
velopment was about 25 percent 
and 下 d Wong doesnt feel that the 
Chinese developers on the China- 
town project will need as much 
overhead . 

1965 

Efforts to _ develop Oakland 
Chinatown began in 1965 when 
the community collected $12,000 
and brought a plan to the Rede-= 
velopment Agency. Bert C. Bangs- 
berg，Pproject coordinator for the 
Office of Community Develop- 
ment, emphasizes that the current 
Chinatown Project is an expansion 
and not a renewal.

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Mass Robbery in Chicago 


We have heard of robbery，extortion and street 
和 ights in the Chinese communities in San Erancisco 
and New York City， but seldom in other cities，Re- 
cently, a mass robbery occurred in the Hip Sing Clubs 
Chinese New Year get-together in Chicago. Those be- 
ing robbed insisted that this gang was an outside 
gang. 

We know that the United States is a nation of great 
mobility. The gangs，too，can easily travel from one 
end of the-country to the other, We also know that 
most of these gangs only prey on Chinese establish- 
ments. And as the Chicago robbery points out，these 
robbers would clean up anybody, including members 


of the tongs， 


In other words，Chinese estabjlishments anywhere 
in the United States could be a target for these gangs， 

What are we going to do 

True, individual restaurants and theaters can hire 
armed guards. But what about the community as a 
Whole? 

Is 让 time for us to get together to see what can be 
done? Lets face it.The available community studies 
are all out-of-date. Many agency officials who have 
direct responsibility in the Chinese community prob- 
ably do not even know the existing Situation， Com- 
munity leaders and organizations have long evaded 
the issue of problem youth. Community forums sel- 
dom touch on crimes in Chinatown,. Our community， 
facing these robberies and extortions, still suffers from 
lack of leadqership，fear of reprisals，and a wall of 
Silence. 

Will we act, or as in the past, just sit back and wait 
for another piece of bad news to break?

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Over 75 
students and community persons 
packed the San Francisco Com- 
munity College District (SFCCD) 
Board of Governors March 1 meet- 
ing to Support the establishment of 
an independent community col- 
lege center in Chinatown.

Speaking first in Chinese，then 
in English，Chin noted that in the 
four years since he was elected to 
the SFCCD Board of Governors，

merly housed Blue Cross. 

The purchase Price has been 
negotiated down from $1.3 mil- 
lion (下 /W 12/15/76) to $1.16 
milljion. The NEMS board voted 
unanimously, with Planning Com- 
mission .president Cordon Lau ab- 
staining，to Support the Purchase 
agreement. Lau abstained to be 
on the safe side, since the Planning 
Commission will have to apProve 
any large-scale renovations: 

The matter now rests with the 
top HEVW regional health adminis- 
trator for District IX，Sheridan 工 . 
Weinstein， NEMS has in reserve 
$933.266 of HEW funds for build- 
ing renovation and Purchase. 
NEMS is urging quick HEW ap- 
proval of the Purchase agreement， 
since after March 28 they will 
have to pay the owner of 1520 
Stockton $10,000 per month as 
compensation while the deal is in 
limbo. 

WAIT 

According to NEMS9 executive 
director Sophia ”Wong，NEMS 
needs the building as soon as PoOS- 
sible， Many of their services are 
operating at peak capacity and 
theres a two-month wait for 
dental care，Cost of renovation 
and construction is going up，and 
further delays could escalate these 
costs. The new 42,000-square-foot 
building will need partitioms，in- 
creased plumbing facilities，and a 
small amount of fire code renova- 
tion , 

Community Support is an im- 
portant factor in HEVW approval， 
Says Wong. Legislators and China- 
town health agencies have indi- 
cated their support，Both North- 
east Mental -Health and China- 
town Eamily Planning are expect- 
ed to move their headquarters into 
the new ambulatory clinic， HEVV 
is Scheduling an open meeting to 
get input about NEMS and Chi- 
nese Hospital.

It is estimated last years cele- 
bration cost about $75,000.， The 
festivities are funded in part by 
the City，which allocated $20,000 
from last years hotel and sales tax 
fund of about $3.3 million. 

According to an observer who 
has worked closely with the 
Chamber in _ preparation of the 
annual festivities，the Chamber 
has been running in the red for the 
past few years. Last year，it Was 
reported the Chamber sustained a 
$3,000 deficit . 

To add to the already high cost 
of such an affair，a_ new dragon， 
which was bought last year for 
about $8.000, half of which went 
into_ assembling cost，again re- 
quired costly repair work，not to 
mention money spent for ware- 
house space for its storage during 
the year and guard Service for 
other artifacts. 

This year, the projected amount 
for the construction of bleacher 
seats，{for which ticket holders 
opting for a better view of things 
pay $6, comes to about $5,000. 

Other expenses come in the form 
of renting out the Masonic Audi- 
torium for the beauty pageant， 
travel expenses for the winners， 
costumes for the 16 beauty contes- 
tants，and payment to those who 
run underneath the Dragon. 

Unfortunately，Lei says，many 
people take a.dim view of those 
who engage in rituals that appear 
to_ be set up for the superstitious 
and ignorant.
